drove her home. On his arrival 


the 
father took a stick and beat the 
child until heavy welts were raised all 
over the back part of his body. When 
first 
seen he could 
hardly 
move 
around. 
He was taken to Rutledge's 
Apothecary store ond his body was 
examined. 
Then it was found that 


the stripes had turned black from co­ 
agulation of the blood. 
It was a ter­ 
rible sight to look at. 


O. G. May, the gentleman recently 
appointed as Humane Officer for Ber­ 
keley for the better protection of chil­ 
dren against cruelty, was telephoned 


for. 
He immediately 
proceeded to 
West Berkeley and examined the 
wounds upon the body an d asked the 
boy such questions as were necessary 


to learn all of the circumstances. As 


it was after 11 o'clock and the child 


had 
had nothing to eat, Mr. May, 
togJc him to Mrs. Davego's store on 
University avenue and gave him a 
good breakfast. 


Then he went before Judge Lord 


and 
swore to a complaint against the 
father for cruelty and the warrant was 
placed in the hands of Deputy Mar­ 
shal Rawson to serve. 


There being no such thing as a re­ 
ceiving hospital in the town of Berke­ 
ley, Mr. May took the child in his car­ 
riage and conveyed it to his (Mr. 
May's) home so that it could have im­ 
mediate medical treatment 


Hungry for Fees.
